OLD FLOORING jjILL 


Th 1862 causes Colver took up the 
donation land claim where Phoonix 
now stands. 

In 1853 the Old Phoenix Mill wasa 
built by S. H. Wait on the land 
donated by Samuel Colver. 

In 1858 this preperty was deeded 
to William Hesse, in’ 1864 to E. D, 
Foudry, 1670 to J, T. Glenn, 161 
to Jacob Wimer, It was known then 
as the Wimer Mills. 

In 1875 the Wimer Mill was deeded 
to J. E. Ross, in 1876 to the Patrons 
of Husbandry Mill.Comnpany ef Jackson 
County, Oregon. The capital stock 
of this company amounted to twelve 
thousand dollars. “Each share was 
$100. The incorporators were Jehn 
E. Rose,- Js i. ae Miller, Fred 
Barneburg, F. M. Plymale,Jaeab Ish 
Conrad “ingus, “John Se Herrin,

Buckley, Lyman Chappell, Thomas Se like

BOTANY CLASS STUDIES CARNIVOROUS 
PLANTS 

Among the interesting things 
studied by the botany class is 
carnivorous plants. The Pitcher 
plant and the Venus Fly Trap are 
both good examples. These carniv- 
orous plants are the most sen- 
sitive to teuch off all tha vege- 
vee kingdom. 

Tho leaves of the eee Fly 
Trav aro covered with snall but 
sharp thorns and the leaves are 
in pairs, like th: jaws of a trap 
Those leaves remain epen untill 
a fly or some other insect lights 
on thom, then they close so quick- 
ly that the fly is caught. The 
leavos then remain closed untill 
tho fly is dead and the body of 
the fly is absorb:d into the 
plant. 

Tt is told by ‘thaqnativesy of 
Sfeica that some where in the in-~ 
tcrior thera are huge carnivorous 
plants which lives on wild animals 
and mon. They say that this plant 
or tree gives off a most fragrant 
odor that entices mon and animals 
to so to it. Under this *tree—tsja 
network of long tendrils or runn- 
ers lving on the sround and when 
ever any forwign abject, as a man 
comes in contact with one.of thase 
runners it immediatcly twists 
around his legs and dra@ him to~ 
the tree, where he is tossed 
up into a hollew part of. the 
trunk where he is dissolved in 
this sgoct smelling liquid. 

Now thisstory about the giant 
man eating vlant Tay have been 
exaggerated by the natives, but 
thare ars known tobe some. vary 
uncanny plants in that part of 
the world and after Studying 
these othor canhivorous plants 
which zgrow in the Southern United 
States we are ready to believe al- 
wost any thing in rozard to this 
form of plant. '

plants of: sale, but think it 
would be nice to get a start in 
this community to help catch some 
of our flies.
